not to exceed two millions of dollars, 

Srec.2. Towecure the payment of these 
bondsand other evidences of debt issued 
as aforesaid, and the interest thereon, the 
said Chatham Railroad Company may exe- 
cute and deliver mortgage deeds or deeds in 
trust, signed by the President and counter- 
signed by the Secretary of said Company, 
conveying the franchise and property, in- 
cluding its road-bed, superstructure, choses 
in action, and realand personal estate of 
whatever kind, to the holder of said bonds, 
or to suth parties as said President and Di- 
rectors may select in trust for them, and 
the deeds so executed and registered in the 
County of Wake shall have priority over 
any lien or other claim held by this State 
on the subject matter so conveyed, it being 
the intent and meaning of this Act, that 
the State shall bein a position and nave 
the rights of a second mortgagee, subordi- 
nate to the liens created by the rr ortgageor 
trust deeds aforesaid. That before the said 
Chatham Railroad Company shall make or 
sellany portion of the first nortgage bonds, 
authorized by sections one and two 01 this 
Act, they shall deliver to the Public Treas- 
urer a second mortgage upon all their es- 
tate, bota real and personal, which they 
may now have, or may hereafier acquire, 
between the city of Kaleigh and the termi- 
nus of said Railrcad, to the South Carolina 
line, ator near Cheraw,S. C., said second 
mortgage bonds to bein all other respects 
the same as the first mortgage bonds now 
held by the State, bearing the same interest 
and payabie in the same manner. And 
the President of the said Chatham Railroad 
Company shallalso deposit with the Public 
Treasurer the sum of one hundred and for- 
ty-four thousand dollars of first mortgage 
bonds to be applied tothe payment of the 
interest on the second mortgage bonds. 

Src. 3. Any county along the line of the 
said Chatham Kailroad may subscribe to 
the capital stock of the company tosuch an 
amountasthe majority of the Commission- 
ers of said county may determine, subject 
to the approval of a majority of the quali- 
fied voters of the county. And said Com- 
missioners, in order t® pay the said sub- 
scription, shall Lave power to issue bonds, 
or other evidences of debt, atarate of in- 
terest not to exceed eight rer cent. per an- 
num, said bonds to be issued in such man- 
ner and form and payable at such time and 
place, and autidenticated in such inanner as 
they may determine. 

Sec. 4. Inorder to pay the principal and 
interest of the bonds issued as aforesaid, 
the Commissioners of the county subscrib- 
ing as above mentioned, shail levy and 
collect annually, in such manner as is di- 
rected by law incase of taxes for other 
county purposes, a tax sufficieut to pay the 
annual interest, and they may levy and 
collect a further tax to be used in extin- 
guishment of the principal, or else to be in- 
vested as asinking fund forthe ultimate 
of the principal. 

SEo. 5. Nosubscription shall be made by 
the Comnmiissionersof any county, as above 
mentioned, until the question of approval 
or disapproval of such subscription, the is- 
sue of bonds or other evidences of debt, 
and the authority to levy taxes to pay the 
interest and provide for payment of the 
principal of the bonds shall be submitted 
to the qualified voters of the county, and 
shall be approved by a majority of those 
voting. ‘Ihe election shall be held at 
the usual places of voting. Thirty 
days notice Shall be given by adver- 
tisement in at least two pub 
lished in the county, if there beany, at 
the court house door, and at each of said 
election precincts. If there be no newspa- 
per published inthe county, then the ad- 
vertisement shall be published in some 
newspaper, having in the opinion of the 
comnnissioners, the widest circulation in 
the county. The advertisement’ shall 
contain acopy of this act, as well as the 
amount proposed to be subscribed by the 
commissioners, and the amount of bonds 
or other evidences of debt proposed to be 
issued. Those approving the proposition
